tracks throughout the city serving 
various factories and plants and 
there are five "team" tracks for 
public delivery.

Local railroad men 
are instrumental in the- movement 
of nearly 3,000 freight cars a 
month and about 50 trains with 
an average of about 55 cars a 
train.

BUDGET TRIMMING 


The New Dealers at Washington for public 


consumption at least are now talking about 
making slashing reductions in the govern- 
ment's budget and it is predicted that the 
President will make some suggestions along 
that line in his coming message to Congress 
There are some political students in the na 
tion's capital who are unkind enough to saj 
that there is something political in 'all this 
They remind their readers that the 194C 
election is approaching, and more must be 
heard about economy. 


It is generally surmised that the Republi 


cans in the presidential campaign will make a 
general attack on the alleged extravagance 
and wasteful spending of the New Deal. They 
will point out that deficits have been piling U] 
annually and it will soon be necessary either 
to greatly increase taxes or to raise the lega 
limit of the national debt, which now stands 
at the all time high of forty-five billion dol 
lars. 


The talk about the budget trimming and 


economy, therefore, according to these politl 
cal prophets, will be designed to dampen the 
fire of the Republican attack by showing that 
the Roosevelt adminstration, too, is in favoi 
of economy. Furthermore, it is added, if the 
President merely recommends a deficit trim' 
ming without being too specific as to where 
the trimming should be done, he will be 
throwing the whole unpleasant subject into 
the lap of Congress and so put it up to the 
Republicans and conservative Democrats to 
put the knife to Santa Claus and thus run the 
danger of making themselves unpopular with 
the voters who have been getting aid and sus 
tenance from the government in one form or 
another. 


The Republicans, however, do not seem to 


be greatly perturbed or surprised by the sud- 
den veering of the administration towarc 
budget trimming. They declare it is the same 
old story and point to the fact that the Pres- 
ident has repeatedly promised a reduction oi 
expenditure which has not come about since 
the expenditures on each occasion have 
grown bigger and better than" ever. Futher- 
more, they aver, even the administration's 
glowing promises are slipping. It used to be 
the custom for the New Dealers to promise 
a balanced budget next year. On the present 
occasion they are only promising to cut the 
deficit to two billion dollars. Therefore, say 
the Republicans, there is nothing to get ex- 
cited about. The people have heard even bet- 
ter promises of economy before. 


NAVAL BRAINS AT WORK 


The fact that the United States is going to 


spend considerable money in 
expanding, 


strengthening and equipping itself for nation- 
al defense doesn't mean that it's starting 
from scratch to develop a modern fleet. Some 
excellent judges say we have a very good 
navy already, and the proposed additions are 
merely extra insurance. 


Especially interesting just now are state- 


ments that the dreaded "magnetic mines" 
used by the Germans are not new to our own 
naval technicians. These experts are said to 
be quite familiar with the principles, con- 
struction and use of such weapons, and rath- 
er surprised that European reports should 
represent them as novel and mysterious de- 
vices. 


"It is comforting to know,' writes Column- 


ist Jay Franklin, "that the American navy is 
not only ready to deal with such mines but 
possesses an even more powerful weapon of 
its own. As the sea war develops, and as the 
risks of World War n multiply, the country 
may decide that the best investment we have 
ever made as a nation is in stocking our de- 
fense cupboards with an assortment of clubs 
to be used when, as and if. For this, we can 
thank the policy of trusting brains as well 
as steel and explosives."

TESTING THE HEART BY LIGHT EXERCISE 


In examining swimmers for fitness to enter a 10 


mile race, the swimmer was first examined standing 
in a restful position and the rate of the heart beat 
counted. He then slowly ran 50 steps, stationary 
run. The heart rate was again counted and the 
swimmer told to rest for two minutes. If the heart 
was back to its normal rate within two minutes, 
he was considered fit to enter the swim as far as his 
heart was concerned. 
This slow stationary running (double march time 


or 120 steps to the minute) makes a convenient 
test of the heart for those entering practically any 
form of athletics— football, hockey, boxing, wrest- 
ling, tennis, basketball, and other sports. 


The amount of work done can be measured by 


the weight of the individual, the height he raises 
that weight from the floor or ground, the tune in 
which he does this amount of work and the time it, 
takes the heart to come back to its normal rate of

test used by Dr. William S. Love, Jr., 


Baltimore, involves less work or exercise and is thus 
safer where any heart disease is present. 


The patient makes ten' round trips over a two- 


step style of stair in a given time; the pulse and 
blood pressure are recorded before and immediately 
after the exercise and then every half minute, while 
the patient lies down, until pulse rate and blood 
pressure have returned to the number and height 
at which they were before the exercise \vas taken. 
In a 'fit' individual this often takes place in less 
than a. minute, never more than two minutes; and 
quite often the pulse returns to a slower rate than 
that recorded before the test. There is no noticeable 
dyspnea — breathlessness. 
A "diseased" heart may still possess so much 


muscular strength that it can do this amount of 
work and return to normal within two minutes 
without any noticeable breathlessness. 


Being tired, excited, or having overeaten just 


before test is made might prevent the heart from 
returning to its normal rate within the two minutes. 


Further, poor physical condition, even when 


heart is normal, might cause the heart to take a lit- 
tle longer in returning to normal after the test.

Washington, Dec. 9—From the 


early days of the republic, the po- 
sition of American ambassador to 
Great Britain has been one of 
grave responsibility and hai not 
been regarded as a forum for the 
discussion of-the party politics of 
the United States. 


Ambassador Kennedy, who has 


just returned home for a vacation, 
presumably to report on govern- 
ment business, has told the press 
that he believes President Roose- 
velt should be renomirmted, that 
there is nobody else in America 
ready to take over the presidency, 
and that it would take two years 
to educate anybody else. 
^•~ 


Aside from the impropriety, of a 


'diplomatic officer home on leave 
entering into a political discussion, 
the question will be. asked why 
Mr. Kennedy selects one of his 
superior officers and ignores, the 
other. Cordell Hull, the secretary 
of state, is just as familiar with 
the critical problems of foreign 
policy as is anybody in the gov-" 
ernment. Mr. Kennedy theoreti-. 
cally reports to the secretary, of 
state on what happens abroad. To 
imply that Mr. Hull is not compe- 
tent to take the presidency, after 
he has been widely mentioned by 
Democrats throughout the coun- 
try, is to argue that the Demo- 
cratic party and the country must 
concede that the secretary of state 
has not learned the details of the 
job he holds, when the truth is he 
has been for seven years the mak- 
er of America's foreign policy. 


Back in 1912, Woodrow Wilson, 


then the Democratic nominee for 
the presidency, told his audience 
that there was in America "no in- 
dispensable man." He was refer- 
ring to the third term candidacy 
of Theodore Roosevelt, who, inci- 
dentally, had been out of office for 
four years before he made his ef- 
fort to win a third term in the 
White House. Mr. Kennedy tells 
the %yorld that nobody else in 
America can really be a good Pres- 
"dent after 1941 except Mr. Roose- 
velt. 


There are many admirers of the 


President who will feel he has 
earned so much about the White 
House job that it would be a mis- 
take to replace him with a new 
nan. But the argument would be 
as logical four years hence if Mr. 
Roosevelt were re-elected, for it 
could then be contended that, in 
(2 years, he had learned so much 


imore than a new man could that 
it would be folly to have anyone 
else in the presidency. 


The idea of "educating" a man 


in the presidency and the notion 
that "experience" in the White 
House is more important than any 
other consideration is a fallacy 
held by Republicans as well as 
Democrats. The friends of Herbert 
Hoover held tenaciously to the idea 
in the winter of 1933 that he 
should place at the disposal of the 
President-elect all the informa- 


tion he had about the then critical 
economic .conditions of the coun- 
try, but,-«s revealed in Raymond 
Moley's memoirs of those stirrine 
days, Mr. Roosevelt refused to par- 
ticipate in such "cooperation" con- 
ferences. In other words, he pre- 
ferred to plunge Into the presi- 
dency without eyen.the benefit of 
intimate talks with his predeces- 
sor. There are many^ people today 
who feel that billions of dollars of 
financial assets were 
needlessly 


sacrificed by the bank holiday that 
resulted from the refusal of the 
incoming and outgoing Presidents 
to confer frequently and in a non- 
political way .during the 
four 


months between Election Day and 
March 4. There, can be no doubt, 
from-the-excellent record of many 
banks which have since paid out 
100 per cent to their depositors, 
that. America might have been ' 
spared 
some . of the 
enforced 


liquidation of that sensational clos- 
ing of the banks. 


'But, on the other hand, the 


Roosev^ltian contention is that it 
"was necessary, to make a new ap- 
proach. 'The Hoover regime and its 
leadership had been repudiated at 
the polls and.hence their experi- 
ence was .not essential to an un- 
derstanding of new-,policies. The 
same will be said now by the Re- 
publicans—that a new approach 
and house-cleaning are needed and 
that all the "education" and "ex- 
perience" a new President needs is 
how. to keep from making de- 
cisions based on political expedien- 
cy or party whim. 


As a matter of fact, there is con- 


siderable exaggeration about the 
"experience" idea in government. 
If one man knows so much about 
the government that he cannot be 
replaced, it is more of a sign of 
one-man rule than of concultative 
or deliberate- government. The 
British cabinet system of govern- 
ment precludes the possibility of 
one-man domination. 


The only question raised by Mr. 


Kennedy which will acquire more 
and more significance in 1940 is 
whether such a crisis is on as to 
make it inadvisable for America 
to change Presidents. This is a 
different argument from insisting 
« 


at this time, when the skies are | 
relatively clear so far as Amer- 
ican participation in the war is 
concerned, that there should be no 
change in the national administra- 
tion;

non-partisanship in 


foreign policy. Republicans who 
have been accusing the adminis- 
tration of foisting war scares on 
the public or creating crises from 
which political benefit might be 
derived are not so convincingly 
denounced now as mere partisans 
as they were before the Kennedy 
interview was published.

A new instrument, which is ex- 


pected to enable surgeons to trans- 
plant a clear cornea to an injured 
or sightless one in about one-fifth 
the time it now takes for the deli- 
cate operation, has been developed 
by Dr. Meyer Weiner, retired St. 
Louis eye surgeon. 


Formerly the operation required
